Nikita Khrushchev boleives that 
it is possible for Soviet Russia and 
its European satellites to prevail 
in a w o r I d of competitive peace­

and Communist countries. This has 
been his thesis since the 20th Con­ 
gress of 
the 
Soviet 
Communist 
Party when he down-graded Stal­ 
in, his predecessor. 
In effect this is anti - Marxist, rn 
the sense that it denies the perma­ 
nent revolution; it is anti-Lenisist 
in the s e n s e that it denies that 
Soviet Russia cannot 
succeed 
in 
Communism 
without 
t h e 
entire 
world becoming Communist, 
It is Stalinist, in the sense that 
It tries Socialism (Communism) in 
one country. It is original in that 
Khrushchev would 
attempt to do 
it by peaceful means, by beating 
the capitalist countries in produc­ 
tion. while trading with them, util­ 
izing capitalist 
methods 
of busi­ 
ness. 
Khrushchev s uleaa are not alto­ 
gether welcomed in Soviet Russia 
and not at all in Red China. The

N EW YORK ( AP» 
—July is 
starting with every sign of being 
the year's low point in industry. 
Some think August will see a 
good recovery. Others say we’ll 
have to wait until September for 
much of a gain. 
The recreation and travel mdus 
tries will boom this month and 
the suppliers of gasoline, tires, 
clothing, 
food 
and 
recreation 
equipment for hordes of vacation­ 
ists will flourish. 
But in many mills and factories 
output will be sh a rp ly cut—some 
because of vacation shutdowns of 
their own, but more because of a 
drop in incoming orders. 
Steelmen fear that the ratio of 
output to capacity this month may 
dip into the 40s and average some­ 
where in the 50s. 
The trade publication. Iron Age. 
says all hopes have faded for set­ 
ting a record in production this 
year to top the 117 million tons of 
1955. 
When 
1960 
started, 
most 
steel executives were confidently 
predicting a record this year of 
125 to 130 million tons. 
Mills must operate at an aver­ 
age of 70 per cent in the second 
half of the year if tonnage is to 
go to 114 million and Iron Age 
says that 115 million tons is the 
absolute best that most hope for 
now. 
The poor showing in steel in 
July—with a mounting number of 
workers laid off—is due largely to 
a steep drop in new orders since 
early spring, while steel users cut 
back on their stocks 
Adding to Ju ly ’s slowness will 
be the annual vacations in many 
steel using industries, who are ex­ 
pected to be back in the market 
again in August 
Auto companies are beginning 
to cut off output of 1.960 models 
and the changeover period will be 
staggered into early fall. 
Orders for auto steel are expect­ 
ed to pick up in August. But 
many other users, such as appli­ 
ance makers, are holding up or­ 
ders until a glut of products is 
sold. One appliance maker (Jud­ 
son S. Sayre, chairman of the 
Norge division of Borg-Warner) 
looks for the heavy inventory of 
the home appliance industry to 
adjust itself within the next 60 to 
90 days.

Law Studied 


Conflicting View* 
Heard by Solont 


COLUMBUS, Oio (A P)—A leg*’ 
Isl a live study committee has heard 
conflicting reports about capital 
punishm ent in Ohio. 
Ohio Supreme Court Judge John 
W. Peck and Franklin County Pros­ 
ecutor Earl W. Allison offered dif­ 
ferent views on it Tuesday in a 
hearing before the committee. 
Judge Peck urged reversal of 
the present statutory procedure j 
requiring a jury to recommend 
m ercy if a convicted first-degree 
m urderer is to escape execution. 
A mercy recommendation requires 
a life sentence in such cases un- 
leas a j u r y specifically recom­ 
mends the death penalty. 
Allison argued that the present 
procedure should be retained. He 
said Judge Peck’s proposal would 
virtually eliminate executions. Al­ 
lision 
also reminded 
committee 
m em bers that a life sentence re­ 
quires parole consideration after 
30 years in prison. 
Peck said he proposes an alter­ 
native to absolute abolition of the 
death penalty for two reasons. 
“ The first is that I have not yet 
become convinced that there is not j 
some deterrent effect of having a 
death penalty provision on our , 
at atut* books. 
“ My second . . . lf some such I 
alternative were to be adopted 
and future experience proved that 
it provided only a halfway m eas­ 
ure, a step in the direction of ulti­ 
m ate abolition would at least have 
been taken. . . 
“ It is thus my conviction that 
far 
from 
being 
academ ic 
and 
m eaningless such a change in the 
statute would virtually abolish elec­ 
trocutions in Ohio.” 
Allison said he preferred the 
present Ohio law. He 
conceded 
that Judge Peck’s proposal has 
m erit, but added: 
“ My only quarrel is that this is 
abolishing capital punishment by 
the back door because I don’t 
think most juries will take that 
extra step.” 
The committee will make rec­ 
ommendations to the January ses­ 
sion of the Legislature on the sub­ 
ject that has evoked widespread 
discussion.
